U.S. OFFICIAL DISCUSSES MEETING SOVIET CHALLENGE

[Text] Washington, January 22 (XINHUA)--Events in Afghanistan have injected 
a new concern and a new challenge into the U.S. perspective on the world 
and are clearly influencing what the U.S. must do in response, said an 
administration official today. The official made these remarks during a 
background briefing on President Carter's State of the Union Message sent 

to the Congress yesterday. 


The official said the fact of the matter is that the cold war was never over 
but detente is still not dead either; thus the world is now in a period of 
intensified tensions. Because these tensions are related to a strategic 
challenge, they require prolonged, sustained but measured responses. He 
held that there are essentially three differing broad concepts of possible 
U.S. relations with the Soviet Union: 


One is a condominium type of deal with the Soviets designed to preserve the 
status quo. He never thought that would work because the world is too 


dynamic. 


Another possible view is that the United States should engage in a global 
partnership with the Soviet Union to deal with the world’s problems as equal 
partners. His view has been that the Soviet Union is strong enough to be a 
U.S. rival and yet too weak to be a genuine partner of the U.S. Hence, the 
Soviet Union always will be tempted to exploit turbulence, and therefore 

is not yet ready to be a global partner in a wide-ranging accommodation. 


The third contending position is to cooperate with the Soviet Union as much 
as possible, and particularly in arms control, but to compete assertively 
when challenged. In the meantime, the United States must address problems 
on its own or with those countries prepared to work with it on other global 
issues. The U.S. must try to solve the Middle East problem but not with 
the Soviets, try to deal with African problems, but not with the Soviets, 
and try to deal with the problems of development. In other words, the 
United States must move forward on the global agenda as much as it can with 
those who are prepared to work with Americans. 








The official said that the events of the last few weeks had not changed his 
personal endorsement of the third position because they neither made the 
Soviet Union any more of a partner in a global accommodation nor a partner 
in a global condominium. Because these events have not made the Soviet 
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Union more cooperative in dealing with global problems, it has become necessary, 
therefore, for the U.S. to respond to the Soviet challenge. 


Accordingly, the official said, the first basic objective of the United States 
in world affairs must be to strengthen the military power of the United 

States and of its alliances, given the reality that power remains a major 
dimension of world politics. He noted that the Littoral states of the Indian 
Ocean feel increasingly vulnerable to the Soviet threat and want to be 
associated in some fashion with the United States. 


The United States, he said, is clearly in the process of enhancing and making 
its military presence more regular in that pert of the world. This has the 
fundamental strategic purpose of protecting U.S. vital interests and insuring 
the sense of confidence of the countries in the region so that they can be 
tangibly confident that the United States will stand behind then. 


In effect, the United States is moving towards a regional security framework 
which is not the same thing as an alliance. It cannot be a mechanical 
repetition of U.S. experience in Europe, but must recognize the diversity 

of the region and the very complex relationships among the countries within 
it. At the same time the United States must try to provide the framework 
within which other countries can be sure that the United States is prepared 
to stand with them politically and militarily but in new and different ways, 
the official said. 


He noted that when the United States says it is prepared to use force to 
defend its interests, it means it. But in order to mean it, the U.S. has 
to have the means for implementing it effectively. The development of 
facilities and access to facilities makes its word more meaningful, and 
thereby contributes to and enhances the security of the region.

U.S. HOUSE COMMITTEE BEGINS HEARINGS ON ARMS PROGRAM

[Text] Washington, January 25 (XINHUA)--The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
has installed a new sense of urgency [into] the United States considerations 


to change the adverse strategic imbalance vis-a-vis the Soviet Union since 
mid-1977. 


The U.S. House Armed Services Committee began today a new round of hearings 
from military and government leaders in a reappraisal of the strategic 
posture in the 1980's. 


General Richard H. Ellis, commander in chief of the U.S. Strategic Air 

Command (SAC) aid director of strategic target planning of the U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, told the committee that the Soviet Union can undertake peripheral 
political and military actions without considering the nuclear consequences 

to the same degree that was necessary in the early and middle years of the 

last decade. Had the U.S. maintained the same military superiority of 

1962 or 1973, he added, the Soviets would have thought about it longer and 
harder before they invaded Afghanistan. 


Speaking on the changes in the relative strategic balance between the two 
superpowers, General Ellis said that the rough strategic equivalence which 
existed in the mid-1977 and early 1978 time frame has declined and an adverse 
strategic imbalance has developed and will continue for several years to come. 
He described the administration's current efforts to reverse the declining 
capabilities as "a welcomed, and much needed step in the right direction." 

He said that programs approved in the 1980 budget will begin to ease the 
imbalance after 1985. He listed certain actions as requirements for improv- 
ing quickly the strategic posture of the U.S. in the early eighties. 


Speaking of the conventional side of SAC's strategic mission, he said, "In 
response to recent Soviet activities, SAC has developed and made available 
to the national command authorities new conventional options for use in 
peripheral crises and contingencies." "The many unique capabilities of the 
manned bomber make it ideal for supporting such contingency operations while 
still retaining the a>vility to quickly reconfigure to a nuclear mission. 

In a conventional role, the bomber can be used for aerial minelaying, sea- 
surveillance and reconnaissance, psychological warfare and rapid force 
projection. The B-52, for example, can be delivering massive firepower on 
the battlefield in support of theater commanders in as little as 48 hours 
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of notification. [t can fly such a mission from bases thousands of miles 
from the target area, although it is more effective to operate from forward 


area bases which have been upgraded for bomber use and have prepositioned 
war reserve material.” 


It was learned that Secretary of Defense Harold Brown, chairman of the JC 


David Jones and other military leaders are going to testify at the hearings 
at the committee next week.

"XINHUA" ROUNDUP OF WESTERN REACTION TO SAKHAROV ARREST

[Text] Beijing, January 25 (XINHUA)--The arrest and exile to the town of 
Gorkiy of Andrey Sakharov following his public opposition to the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan have added fuel to the fire of universal condemna- 
tion of Soviet social-imperialism. Official circies in Western countries 
were prompt and strong in their reaction against this act of stifling the 
voice raised against the outrageous Soviet invasion, according to news reports 
received here. 


The United States 


A State Department spokesman said that the U.S. Government was gravely \ 
concerned about the situation. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance said, "We 

feel this action is abhorrent." "The only way I can describe this is as a 

tragedy,” he added. 


The U.S. Congressional Committee on the Helsinki Human Rights Accords 
described the arrest as a “virtual kidnapping of Sakharov in a Moscow street 
by KGB thugs." 


The committee stated: "This deplorable act, coming on the heels of the 
outrageous invasion of Afghanistan, must be met by immediate, decisive 
protest.” 


Chairman of the committee R. Bernstein said the Soviet action “makes 4 mockery 
of this (Helsinki) document.” 


Britain 


British Prime Minister Mrs Margaret Thatcher said her government “takes a very 
serious view" of the matter, adding, “We will most certainly register it." 


Richard Luce, parliamentary undersecretary of state in the British foreign 
office, called Soviet Ambassador Nikolay Lunkov to his of‘*ice to infor» 
him of the British Government's concern. 


After the meeting with Lunkov, Luce told reporters that the arrest of Sakharov 
taking place after the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan shows "further 
evidence of Soviet disregard for genuine detente." 
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Ir the house of commons, about 50 labour MPS and three Liberals presented a 
motion deploring Sakharov's arrest. 


France 


Presidential spokesman Pierre Hunt said that the French Government considers 
the Soviet move against Sakharov as “a worrying sign in current international 
“vents.” 


Speaking after a regular cabinet meeting, the spokesman called the action 
“contrary to the spirit of the final act of the Helsinki agreement." 


Jacques Chaban-Delmas, president of the National Assembly and former French 
Premier cut short an official visit to the Soviet Union as a protest against 
the arrest. 


In a statement issued to French correspondents, he noted he was returning 
to Paris because he would not be able to keep silent on the issue if he completed 
his Soviet tour. 


The Federal Republic of 


Government spokesman A:»\- Gruenewald said that the FRG Government was very 
disconcerted about the arr st. 


The secretary general of the opposition Christian Democrats said that 
Sakharov's deportation was one more violation of the Olympic spirit and 
another blow against the Olympic Games. 


Italy 


President Sandro Pertini sent a telegram of protest to Leonid Brezhnev 
condemning the Kremlin's action as a "flagrant violation of civil rights 
consecrated by the Helsinki charter as recognized and signed by the Soviet 
Union." 


Portugal 


The Portuguese Government, after strongly denouncing the invasicn of 
Afghanistan and ‘he arrest of Sakharov, announced a series of measures 
cutting back on its ties with the Soviet Union. The Soviet Ambassador in 
Lisbon was summoned to the Foreign Ministry yesterday evening to inform him 
of the government's decision. 


The European Community 
The nine member nations of the European Economic Community condemned the 
arrest, saving that the measures taken against Sakharov “represents a flagrant 


violation" of the final act of the Helsinki accord. 


The EEC nations delivered a statement to this effect to the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry by the Italian Ambassador to Moscow.

*XINHUA' ASSESSES POLITICAL SITUATION IN EL SALVADOR

{["News Analysis: Political Instability Grows in El Salvador"--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Beijing, January 24 (XINHUA)--The demonstration by over 100,000 people 
in the capital of El Salvador on January 22, plus the mounting anti-government 
activities, has again put the Central American country into the focus of 
global attention. 


The political situation there has long been unstable. Last October, a group 
of “moderate” young officers toppled the fascist Carlos Romero military 
government in a coup. The five-member military-civilian junta formed after 
the coup declared amnesty to all exiles and political prisoners, permitted 
the existence of all political parties with different ideologies and pledged 
to create conditions for a general election. It promised to carry out 
agrarian, economic and social reforms and expressed its readiness to have 
dialogues with the anti-government organizations. 


Some political parties, including the Christian Democratic Party, vericed 
their support for the coup. A few anti-government armed groups also showed 
their willingness to cooperate with the new government. Within half a month 
after the coup, however, anti-government violence broke out agin in the 
forms of demonstrations and occupation of government buildings, churches, 
commercial centres, plantations and foreign embassies. The February 28 
Popular League, the Popular Revol:itionary Bloc and tiie United Front of 
Popular Action claimed responsibility for these activities. They described 
the new government as a “Romero government without Romero." 


The new government adopted a repressive policy towards these organizations 
and their activities. Im the past three months, more than 400 persons were 
reportedly killed, over 200 political prisoners missing and more tortured. 
But to its disappointment, the government has found itself facing stronger 
opposition. 


In fact, the reforms promised by ‘he government when it came to power have not 
been been carried out. 


With the intensification of the contradictions between the government and 
various political forces, a cabinet crisis broke out early this year. Two non- 
military members of the junta and over 30 high-ranking officials, including 
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a majority of the cabinet members, resigned in protest against the military 
who were “turning right" and who failed to keep their promises made at the 
time of the coup. 


The crisis has put the government in a more difficult position. A new 
cabinet was formed at last after some 15 days of consultations. Only one 
party--the Christian Democratic Party--participated in the cabinet. 


At the same time, a number of major anti-government organizations, discarding 
their differences, signed an agreement on unification on January 11 and 
decided to launch a popular struggle for complete liberation. Now, the 
unified body boasts a membership of some 130,000 including over 5,000 armed 
personnel. 


Recently, the economic situation of El Salvador has also deteriorated. 
Industrialists concerned about the situation have not dared to invest in 
the country. Over the past three months, some 100 million U.S. doilars' 
capital has gone abroad and labour disputes in 50 big enterprises have led 
to a drastic reduction in production. The production of sugar, cotton and 
coffee has been affected. 


It was under such circumstances that the various anti-government organizations 


sponsored the large-scale demonstration on January 22, the first after their 
unification.

ATTACKS ON COMRADES REPORTING CONDITIONS TO HIGHER LEVELS CRITICIZED 
Guangzhou NANFANG RIBAO in Chinese 13 Oct 79 p 3 


{Letter to the editor by cadres of the Liwan District CCP Committee of 
Guangzhou City: "It is not Permitted to Suppress or Attack Comrades Who 
Report Conditions to the Higher Level." Appended Investigative Report by 
a reporter of the NANFANG RIBAO]) 


(Text] Editors note: Comrade Sm Huikang, Deputy Secretary of the 
Guangzhou City Liwan CCP Committee, suppressed and attacked those comrades 
in the Propaganda Department of the District CCP Committee who reported 
conditions to the higher level in accordance with the principles of the 
Party. This is behavior that seriously violates the democratic rights of 
Party members and is something that cannot be permitted by the Party. 

For many years, because of the sabotage of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four,” some of our leading cadre have developed a bad work style of 
r-porting what is good but not reporting what is bad. All they want is 
toadying and they will not listen to criticism. Even when the cadre and 
masses make accurate reports to the high level of various regional or 
unit problems, they regard these as negations of their accomplishments 
and discredit those making the criticisms, using every strategem to 
suppress their views. A bad work style of this kind will inevitably 
stifle criticisms and suggestions and. strangle democracy. It must be 
conscientiously overcome. 


After the "gang of four" had been ovexthrown, the people dared to express 
their thoughts and speak freely. This has been a dynamic expression of 
the democratic way of life in our Party and nation. We should feel 
extremely happy about this vivid and vigorous situation. As to the 
confused understanding and erroneus thinking of the cadre and masses, 

we can only through patient and painstaking ideological education work 
lead everyone to raise their understanding, unify their ideology, dedicate 
themselves to the Four Modernizations with one heart and one mind and not 
adopt an attitude of brutal suppression. 
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To the editor: We are cadres of the Guangzhou City Liwan District CCP 
Committee. We are now reporting to you on the improper conduct of Comrade 
Sun Huikang, the Deputy Secretary of our District CCP Committee in 
suppressing the District Committee Propaganda Department in its efforts to 
report conditions to the Municipal Committee Propaganda Department in 
accordance with the principles of the Party. Although this event took 
place over 5 years ago, such suppressive activities are still going on 
today. Not only has this stifled criticism on the part of the District 
Committee Propaganda Department and has created an abnormal situation in 
which their work has been paralyzed, but it has also affected the grass- 
roots units in the district, who do not dare to report conditions to the 
District Committee Propaganda Department, while the District Committee 
Propaganda Department does not dare to report conditions to the NANFANG 
RIBAO or the GUANGZHOU RIBAO. The consequences are serious. 


Essentially, it is the normal work of the District Committee Propaganda 
Department to report conditions to the Municipal Committee Propaganda 
Department at regular intervals. In early April of this year, after they 
had come to an understanding of ideological conditions among the cadres 
and masses at that time and had put this information in order, they 
reported it to the Municipal Committee Propaganda Department (a duplicate 
of the report having been sent at the same time to Comrade Sun Huikang). 
In late April, in order to aid the concerned leadership cadres in carrying 
out propaganda education on these ways of thinking and in uniting the 
ideology of the broad groups of cadres and masses in the spirit of the 
Third Plenary Session, the Municipal Committee Propaganda Department 
compiled a set of internal data including the report of conditions 
provided by the Liwan District Committee Propaganda Department together 
with reports to the bureau of conditions in other districts. It had 
never occurred to them that this would arouse the anger of Comrade Sun 
Huikang. With great anger, he said: Why did you make favorable reports 
about how the former secretary handled his work but present this data 
about how I handled the work? In early May, at a standing committee 
enlarged meeting held by the District Committee, Comrade Sun Huikang 
sternly criticized the sentiments of the comrades who wrote these 
materials, saying there were problems with their position. He then casti- 
gates the comrades in the District Committee Propaganda Department. He 
said: The examples from the Liwan District cited in this material do not 
tally with actual conditions. Although thinking of this kind may occur, 
it does so purely on an individual basis. Why do you take such great 
delight in writing about this and why are you so interestea in it? What 
is your reason for this and what is the cause? Even if I'm not in an 
official post, I want to look into this and find out what it is all about. 
Under his influence, for a time both sticks and hats were placed on the 
heads of the members of the District Committee Propaganda Department. 

He said that these materials were “big poisonous weeds" that "defiled 
public opinion," that the people who presented the materials had “departed 
from a correct stand," that they "were further to the right than the 
right wing,” that they were "pulling the cadre of our district into 
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opposition of the central authorities" and that he "wanted to investigate 
the matter to its sources and investigate motives." At the meeting, 
Comrade Sun Ruikang issued three decisions. First, the District Committee 
Propaganda Départment, from the leaders to the cadre, were to hold dis- 
cussions behind closed doors for three days and then make a written report 
on the status of their discussions to the Standing Committee. Second, he 
had one-hundred copies of the materials compiled by the Municipal Committee 
Propaganda Department reproduced and issued one copy to some one-hundred 
comrades who took part in the study meeting (including the District 
Standing Committee, the Department Committee managers, neighborhood and 
residential Party comhittee managers, various department chiefs directly 
subordinate to the district and responsible unit lezders of the courts, 
the procuratorate, the district trade unions, the district Youth League 
committee, the district Women's Federation and che district Gymnastics 
Committee). Third, during the study days of the following week, these 
one-hundred individuals were called together to carry on analyses and 
discussions, with the three assistant department chiefs of the District 
Committee Propaganda Department being the first to speak. The 

atmosphere at this conference was tense and one comrade was frightened 
into tears. After this enlarged meeting of the standing committee, the 
cadre at the division level and above of the District Committee Propaganda 
Department spent one week in discussions. Everyone was aware that this 
bludgeoning and labeling of the District Committee Propaganda Department 
by Comrade Sun Huikang was utterly in error and did not agree with his 
procedure of having the materials prepared by the Municipal Committee 
Propraganda Department reproduced without authorization and of convening 
the one-hundred-member study group to analyze and discuss these materials. 
All of the cadres in the District Committee Propaganda Department held 
discussions behind closed doors foi three days. The more they talked the 
angrier they became. Some of the c sades demanded that Comrade Sun 
Huikang be called in to listen to their views. However, Comrade Sun 
Huilang clung obstinately to his own course and refused to listen to their 
views. He even called two meetings of the one-humdred member stidy 

group and demanded that the three assistant chiefs of the Districc 
Committee Propaganda Department speak first. In actuality, he wanted 

them to criticize themselves. Next, he asked them “what intention” and 
“what political purpose” they had in preparing these materials. When the 
one-hundred member study meeting was concluded, he said: I'm bringing this 
to a temporary close, but we'll be starting up again in the future. After 
the. one-hundred member study meeting, Comrade Sun Huilang, who had 
originally been assigned to work in the Propaganda Department, did not 
again inquire into the business of the Propaganda Department. For more than 
five months, the leaders of the District Committee did not assign any work 
to the Propaganda Department. Manpower in the Propaganda Department had 
been insufficient at the outset, and, during this period, six comradres 
were transferred out of the department. Thus, in actuality, the Propagands 
Department became unable to carry out its work. 








After the "gang of four" had been smashed, and, particularly, under the 
inspiration of the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the Party, the 
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comrades of the Liwan District Committee Propaganda Department dared to 
report actual conditions to the higher authority as they occurred. For 
this, they should receive support and encouragement and should not be 
subject to attack and suppression. The conduct of Comrade Sun Huikang as 
described above caused the Party's propaganda work to suffer a loss. We 
ask that the Party hold open disclosure and criticism of this affair. 


Appended Investigative Report 


We have investigated the conditions reported in the letter from the Party 
members and cadres of the Guangzhou City Liwan District CCP Committee and 
have found their report to be true. 


In early April of this year, the Liwan District Committee Propaganda 
Department submitted a report on ideological conditions to the Municipal 
Committee Propaganda Department. This was entirely their normal work. 
They did this .because the Guangzhou Municipal Committee Propaganda 
Department had previously requested each district and bureau propaganda 
department to collect information on ideological conditions among the 
cadres and masses and to report them to the Municipal Committee Propaganda 
Department in order to facilitate the development of propaganda education 
work in a direct way. The comrades in the Propaganda Section and the 
Report Section of the Liwan District Propaganda Department not only carried 
out their investigation deeply into the grass-roots level but they also 
took advantage of meetings of neighborhood and residential Party committee 
leaders held by the District Committee to engage in a wide-ranging 
omllection of information on ideological conditions among the cadres and 
masses. They collected large amounts of data all of which had a firm 
basis. On the basis of this, the Propaganda Section summarized this 
information and wrote a report on ideology. They then sent it to an 
assistant chief of the District Committee Propaganda Department for 
preparation of a final version. Om 6 April, after the assistant chief had 
prepared the final version, it was sent to the Municipal Committee 
Propaganda Department. At the same time, it was also sent to the leaders 
of the District Committee. On 7 April, after he had seen it, Comrade 

Sun Huikang wrote the character "Sun" on the front of the report and did 
not raise an objection. 


In mid-April, the central leadershi,» comrades were holding talks throughout 
the city on upholding the four basic principles. In order that the various 
levels of leaders could deal more directly with conditions when they were 
carrying out education of the cadres and masses on the four basic principles, 
the comrades of the Municipal Committee Propaganda Department compiled a 
set of materials based on the conditions reported by the Liwan District 
Committee Propaganda Department as well as reports from other districts 

and residential areas. This was published in the second issue of the 
Propaganda Department's Xuanchuan Gongzuo Tongxun [Propapagand Work 
Bulletin], which was then issued to various district, county, and 
residential Party committees and propaganda departments for reference. 











If Comrade Sun Huilang had had any opinions concerning these materials that 
had been compiled by the Municipal Committee Propaganda Department, he could 
have presented them to the Municipal Committee entirely in accordance with 
the organizational principles of the Party. Instead, he made a sudden 
attack on the comrades of the District Propaganda Department about this 
matter. After Comrade Sum Huikang had issued his criticism and censure of 
the comrades in the District Committee Propaganda Department, and, without 
allowing the District Standing Committee to study into the matter, he 
announced that he actually wanted the District Committee Propaganda 
Department to stop working and to begin to put his three “decisions” on 
rectification into effect. When the cadre of the District Committee 
Propaganda Departme/:it were forced to hold discussions behind closed doors, 
everyone advanced a good many views. The chief of the Propaganda Department 
sought out Sun Huikang to report to him, but Sun refused to talk with the 
Department chief. On two occasions, 10 and 17 May, the District Committee 
called a special meeting of the hundred-member study group to discuss and 
analyze the material that had been published in the second issue of the 
Xuanchuan Gongzuo Tumgxun. On the morning of the 17th, many comrades in 
their speeches expressed their disagreement with Comrade Sun Huilang's 
method of rectifying the District Committee Propaganda Department, with the 
view being held that the District Committee Propaganda Department was 
above criticism in its act of reperting actual conditions to the higher 
level. One comrade said: In the previous stage, certain ideological 
conditions developed among the cadres and masses. The education on 
“upholding the four basic principles” that is now being developed is for the 
purpose of resolving these conditions. How can we allow him to subject 
three assistant chiefs of the Propaganda Department to self-criticism and 
to investigate the responsibility of the District Committee Propaganda 
Department in reporting on conditions? One comrade pointed out: The report 
on conditions that the District Committee Propaganda Department made to the 
Municipal Committee Propaganda Department included both positive and 
negative conditions. In this, they were fulfilling their responsibilities. 
Not to have reported these things would have been a dereliction of duty. 
Another comrade said: We thought that we were coming to study the "four 
basic principles. We didn't expect that we would be required to become 
gunners or that we would be used as riflemen. Sim Huikang cannot achieve 
his objectives. On the 17th, without stopping for a break at noon, a 
meeting of the District Standing Committee was called to “unify” 
everyine's thinking. In the afternoon, the members of the standing 
committee still did not speak. He called the roll and asked the 

members of the standing committee to express their views. 


Comrade Sun Huikang also adopted organization procesures in continuing to 
rectify the District Committee Propaganda Department. After the two 
one-hundred member study group sessions, he successively transferred six 
comrades in the District Committee Propaganda Department to other posts 
so that it was difficult for the District Committee Propaganda Department 
to carry out its work. At present, the only persons left in the 
Propaganda Section are three comrades who are keeping up work in spite of 
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illness and one young comrade who was transferred in not long ago. He 
went in person to the Organization Department of the Municipal Committee to 
demand that the chief of the District Committee Propaganda Department be 
transferred out of his post in the District Committee and that the 
Minicipal Committee assign someone else to the work. 


In connection with his rectification of the District Committee Propaganda 
Department, Comrade Sun Huikang wrote a report to the Municipal Committee 
that was not in accord with actual conditions. After the two one-hundred 
member study group sessions, he asked a responsible comrade in the 
District Committee office to write a report to the Municipal Committee. 
This comrade failed to understand his intention and did not write it. He 
then wrote it himself. In the report, he said: At the two study meetings, 
“the overwhelming majority of comrades" were of the view that these 
materials were “artificial exaggerations” and “artificial inventions,” 
that they “failed to understand past history,” that their “political errors 
were more serious than their problems of authenticity,” that this “was a 
problem of direction” and that they “were sowing disorder” He also said: 
"There are three comrades who hold different views” and that “individual 
District Committee Standing Committee members have attitudes that they are 
holding back." This report was not passed »y the District Committee 
Standing Committee anda it was shelved. 


The serious consequences produced by this incident went far further than 
the paralysis of the work of the Liwan District Committee propaganda 
Department. The members of the District Committee and comrades from other 
departments who supported the report on conditions by the Propaganda 
Department did not know on what day the club would fall on their own 
heads and did not dare to make reports on conditions. Some comrades 
expected to be transferred out. This incident had bad effects on all 
districts throughout the city. For this reason, the comrades of the Liwan 
District Committee Propaganda Department sincerely request the Kwangzhou 
Municipal Committee to investigate and deal with the problem of the 
suppression of the District Committee Propaganda Department in its efforts 
to report conditions by Comrade Sun Huikang.

REHABILITATING DESERTERS, MUTINEERS URGED

[Text] During the Great Cultural Revolution, one often saw the term "Recruit 
deserters and enlist mutineers” in the Great Criticism columns. It was used 
to criticize some so-called “capitalist road takers" for giving high positions 
with bad family backgrounds, with complex social relationships, or with 
historical problems, and categorizing them as taking the revisionist cadre 
line. In this way, “recruiting deserters and enlisting mutineers" has become 
a very bad tern. 


Actually, on the question of building revolutionary strength, one should 
concentrate on workers, peasants, and the other revolutionary peoples, and 
not place hopes on “recruiting deserters and enlisting mutineers." This is 
what Comrade Mao Zedong wrote about in "On Correcting Mistaken Ideas in the 
Party" when he criticized them for "When enlarging the Red Army, they do 

not go the way of starting from expanding the local Red forces and Red armies 
to expanding the main forces of the RedArmy, but go the way of "Recruit 
deserters and enlist mutineers." 


However, this is not to say that under no circumstances may we use "Recruit 
deserters and enlist mutineers," and that "Recruiting deserters and enlisting 
mutineers"” is something absolutely bad. 


Recruiting deserters, for example. Our party and army have all along paid 
much attention to the work of undermining the enemy's army, and have 
stipulated a policy of giving good treatment to prisoners. As for enemy 
soldiers who put down their weapons and surrendered, except for those which 
were especially hated by the masses, they were not humiliated, their personal 
effects were not searched, they were treated with a serious friendly attitude. 
As for those who were forced to join the enemy's ranks, who had some revolu- 
tionary qualities, most of them were won over to serve in our forces. The 
purpose of this was to call for the enemy forces to surrender to the people, 
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to undermine the enemy's forces, and enlarge the people's forces. In the 
historical revolutionary struggles, because we correctly carried out this 
policy, we won over many of the enemy's soldiers to surrender to our troops, 
and this played an important part in speeding up the victory. This is to 
say, “recruiting deserters" is not only aot to be opposed, but is a major 
policy which we support. The reasca that we could "recruit deserters" was 
the visible strength of our forces. It is a victory for our party policy. 
Is there anything wrong with this? 


As for enlisting mutineers, however, this must be separated into different 
circumstances. Comrade Mao Zedong, in his article "On Policy" pointed out, 
“As for rebels, except for those incorrigibles who have committed great crimes, 
if they do not continue to be anti-communist, they should be given a chance 
to reform. If they return to the ways of the revolution, they should be 
accepted back, but should not be re-admitted to the party." This policy is 
extremely clear, they must be treated differently. The purpose is also to 
weaken the enemy's strength. Thus, under specific circumstances, recruiting 
the enemy's surrendering troops, and accepting back rebels who are truly 
willing to return to the revolution, is not only permitted by policy, but 

is beneficial to the people. If we adopt a closed door attitude, and refuse 
to accept anyone, this is not only contrary to party policy, tut is also 
stupid. 


What needs to be especially pointed out here is that during the Great Cultural 
Revolution and under the influence of the ultraleftist line of the "gang of 
four" many people were viewed as having been brought into the revolutionary 
forces through “recruiting deserters and enlisting mutineers" who were not 
really enemy elements or rebles. Lin Biao and the “gang of four" viewed 
everyone from the reactionary camp as an enemy element, and even went so 

far as to label those party members who had been sent to the enemy forces to 
carry out underground activities as recruited deserters. They felt that 
everyone who had been arrested and jailed by the enemy was a rebel and didn't 
care about how that person conducted himself in prison. They even called 

our party's policy of placing emphasis on behavior and accepting people 

with bad family background, with complicated social relationships, and people 
with ordinary problems into the revolutionary forces as being “recruiting 
deserters and enlisting mutineers,"” and upset the difference between the 
enemy and ourselves, and became a great threat to our party's operations. 


We are now implementing party policy, correcting where people were wrongly 
labeled as rightists, taking off the hats of landlords and rich peasants 

who have reformed, and paying back interest to former capitalists. This is 
something good which is in the interest of the people. However, because 

the pernicious influence of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" has not been 
completely eliminated, there is a very small number of people who feel that 
this is also "recruiting deserters and enlisting mutineers." They say, this 
is bringing the positive aspects of only 5 percent into play and not bringing 
the positive aspects of 95 percent into play." This is obviously a colossal 
misunderstanding. Our party has always placed importance on bringing all 
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positive — * into play, and especially paid attention to bringing the 
positive f tors of the broad masses of workers and peasants into play. 
Several pol =fes adopted by the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee were all to bring the activism of the masses, first of 
all the workers and peasants, into play. As for the 5 percent, some of 
these have been wronged, who were originally revolutionary comrades. Now 
we are corrééting these mistakes, and bringing their positive factors back 
into play. This is a very natural thing. How can it be related to “recruiting 
deserters and enlisting mutineers"? Even those former elements of the 
exploiting class who have undergone 20 to 30 years of reform, and have become 
self-supporting laborers, they must not be viewed the same way they were in 
the past. The positive factors of every kind of people, no matter who, if 


it is in the ifiterest of the people, in the interest of the Four Modernizations, 
should be brought into play. 


The experience of history is worthy of our note. During the Great Cultural 
Revolution, hats of “recruiting deserters and enlisting mutineers" filled 
the sky. Not only was it unfounded slander of most of the leaders who were 
criticized, but it also hurt a large group of implicated comrades. This kind 
of hat can not be put on people too recklessly.

INTELLECTUALS NOT STAYING IN MINORITY BORDER AREAS

[Text] Editorial Department: 


For the past several years, some border areas inhabited by the national 
minorities have universally reported that the situation where intellectuals 
from the interior who have come to the border areas to work are flowing back 
has become very serious. It has reached the point that there are difficul- 
ties in holding courses in teaching and research sections of some univer- 
sities and there is no way for scientific research tasks to continue to be 
carried out in some research units. This situation very much merits 
attention. 


How did the above phenomenon arise? Recently, this reporter participated 

in the Na?ional Conference to Exchange Experiences in Medical Education in 
Some Minority Areas held in Yinchuan and interviewed some professors, 
lecturers and leading comredes of medical academies, all of whom have workud 
in the border areas for maiy years. They felt that the important thing is 
that the policies on aiding personnel in the border areas are still not 
carried out sufficiently well and some practical problems have not been 
resolved. 


One of these is that the working conditions fer teaching and scientific 
research are still too deficient in the border areas. This affects the 
professional improvement and development of intellectuals working there. 
Comrades in several medical academies in Qinzhai, Xinjiang and Nei Monggol 
report that the equipment in their laboratories is extremely outdated, 
being basically from the 40s or 50s. For example, the microscopes only have 
magnifications of 1000 to 1500. These days electron microscopes with 
amplifications of 200,000 are being used in teaching but many teachers have 
never seen one. The inaccessibility of academic reports and the lack of 
books and reference materiale is even more striking, creating enormous 
difficulties for the work of many educators and researchers. A very large 








portion of the necessary research materials for the two scientific treatises 
by lecturers at the Ningxia Medical Academy Jiang Dianfu (1203 3013 6534), 
Jia Benli (6328 2609 4539) et al. which have received international acclaim, 
"Distribution Types of Large Netted Membrane {wang mo} 4986 5229) Arteries 
and their Clinical Significance" and "Dissection Observation of the Posterior 
Branch of the Lumbar Nerve," was looked up by going to medical academies in 
the interior: The cadavers used in dissection and the skeleton specimens 
used in observation and analysis had to be borrowed from fraternal academies 
in the interior. Some comrades possess a definite research capability but 
because of the limited nature of their working conditions do not accomplish 
any research. Some scientific research tasks could originally be completed 
in several months but because of limitations in working conditicns always 
drag out for several years. In addition to the above, teaching materials are 
lacking in institutes of higher learning in the border areas, each instructor 
has a heavy lecturing load and opportunities for study and advanced training 
are few. This affects their promotion, so the situation of return flow has 
become more and more pronounced. 


Secondly, material remuneration is not completely rational. Instead, when 
one goes to do border work, in general one's economic burdens become heavier. 
According to my understanding, not only does a person doing work at the 
borders have additional expenses trom maintaining two separate households, 
but despite state reimbursement for travel money to visit relatives once a 
year, the trip back and forth still involves large expenditures. In cases 
where both husband and wife are working in the border areas, most of them 
have parents in the interior. In Xinjiang and Xizang regulations allow 
travel money to return home once every 5 to 10 years, but in the other border 
provinces and autonomous regions it is all self-financed. This is a very 
large economic burden on this portion of people. In addition, although wages 
in the border areas have a regional differential, it never makes up for the 
actual difference in the prices, with the result that not only is there no 
material encouragement, but rather burdens are increased. How can this allow 
them to work contentedly at the border areas? Some comrades have proposed 
that we restore the border subsidy that once was implemented in some areas 

or adopt other forms to allow the real income of intellectuals working in the 
border areas to be higher than that in the interior. Only in this way can 

we encourage more people to go to the border areas. 


Third, some of our present methods of doing things have affected intellectu- 
als working in the border areas emotionally. For example, some places have 
stipulated that if one's ancestral home no longer has any directly related 
family members, one cannot settle there after retirement; and that, when both 
husband and wife are in the border areas, even if they have close friends in 
the interior to send them to, they cannot send their children back to study. 
Therefore, some people scheme and scheme before retirement to find a way to 
be transfered back to the interior; and some people after they are transfered 
to the border areas would rather be "the Cowherd and the Girl Weaver," and 

do not let their dependent children live with them, with the aim of leaving 
buhind an “escape route." Compounding all this, for many years Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four" persecuted and discriminated against intellectuals, with 
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the result that for a very long period of time elderly intellectuals working 
in the border areas did not receive appropriate care in their daily living. 
Some comrades have raised the question as to whether or not the relevant 
departments could formulate some concrete regulations to resolve these kinds 
of practical problems. 


At present, some border areas adopt the method of not granting intellectuals 
permission to go when they request a work transfer. It is understandable to 
adopt some administrative measures in order not to affect the work in these 
areas, but this is never a good strategy for resolving the problem. It should 
be acknowledged that work and living conditions in the border areas are 
relatively hard, while strengthening ideological and political education of 
those few people who are afraid of the hardship, who seek ease and comfort 

or who try by hook or by crook to leave, to convince them to proceed from the 
overall situation and submit to the needs of state construction. But care 
should be given to those who really do have problems, who have some practical 
problems which are difficult to solve and who should be taken care of. My 
understanding is that there are some leading comrades in the border provinces 
and autonomous regions who still lack sufficient understanding of the role 

of intellectuals in building up the border areas. They are not indifferent 
to the difficulties of intellectuals in their work and daily life, but 
reproach them for their rational demands. This can only harm the enthusiasm 
of the intellectuals. I propose that the relevant departments of the Central 
Committee and the party committees at all levels in the border areas carry 
out a conscientious study of the above problems and in all regards implement 
the party's policies on giving aid to border intellectuals, in order to 
encourage them to be content in the border areas and contribute their 
strength to the Four Modernizations in the border areas.

WORKERS OF JIANGSU NUCLEAR MEDICINE INSTITUTE REUNITED WITH SPOUSES

personnel of the Jiangsu Nuclear Medicine Institute established in Wuxi 
Municipality have earnestly resolved the problems of long-term separation 
of husband and wife among their scientific research personnel and enabled 
several marit:\l couples to reunite. 


There is one scientific researcher at the nuclear medicine institute who 

was married in i965 and whose problem of separation was not solved 

for many years. In 1977 he was transfered to the nuclear medicine insti- 
tute. The leading comrades of the institute came to understand that the 
reason the couple could nét reunite was due to his wife. So the leaders 

of the institute conscientiously investigated his wife's situation. Origin- 
ally her father had been designated a rightist and during the Cultural Revo- 
lution he was branded an active counterrevolutionary by the "gang of four" 
(these two problems were both corrected and the verdicts reversed this year) 
and she was implicated in his case. After doing some study, all the 
institute leaders saw that his wife was a 1957 university graduate and that 
the institute could arrange work for her. This sort of method where one 
person meets with calamity and implicates his entire family violates the 
party's policies on intellectuals and is unpopular. In May of last year 

his wife was transfered to Wuxi and the couple was reunited. 


There is another scientific researcher at the institute who was separated 
from his wife for a long period of time. At that time, whenever he received 
a letter from his wife pouring out heft troubles, he could not keep his 
feelings calm. In 1975 he was transfered to this institute and elicited 

the concern of the leadership, whereupon his wife was transfered. Now he 
has no trouble back at home and can carry out scientific research whole- 
heartedly. Over the past 2 years, he and the comrades of the pharmaceu- 
tical group have successively produced several positive results. There are 
two other scientific researchers whose similar problems have been resolved. 
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There are now 3. scientifi.: technicians at the Jiangsu Nuclear Medicine 
Institute who are middle-aged or young. Most of them are middle-aged 
scientific technical personnel who graduated from colleges of medicine, 
science and engineering during the middle 50s to early 60s. The enthusiasm 
of the scientific research personnel has been brought into play through the 
conscientious implementation of the policies on intellectuals by the leader- 
ship of the institute. As a result, they completed six scientific research 
tasks entrusted to them by the State Scientific Commission, the prevince and 
the municipality. Last year this institute received one certificate of 
merit at the National Science Conference and three certificates of merit 

at the Jiangsu Provincial Science Conference. This year seyeral research 
teams have already completed their scientific research tasks ahead of time 
and are in the process of summing up their work, writing experiment reports 
and writing articles. The instrumentation group is stepping up its work 

on using electronic computers in nuclear medicine.

LEADERS URGED TO DEVELOP EYE FOR TALENT

[Text] A long time ago I read the classical story "Mr He's Jade Bi" [He 
Shi bi: 0735 3044 3880]. It said that during the Spring and Autumn Period 

a man of the state of Chu, Bian He [0593 0735], obtained a piece of uncut 
jade in the mountains and decided to offer it to the king. Strangely 

enough, it was considered but. a stone by King Li and later by King Wu of Chu, 
each of whom had one of Bian Ho's feet cut off for the crime of deceiving 
the monarch. It was only on the third try that King Wen ordered "jade 
workers to cut the uncut jade" and to “arrange the uncut jade” so as to 
“obtain the jade." 


When I first read this I was perplexed. Why did Kings Li and Wu not want 
this piece of valuable jade? Only after I looked it up in the dictionary 
did I realize that the so-called "uncut jade" [bi 3880] is a conglomerate 
of stone and jade which has not yet been cut and polished. So I'm afraid 
that at the outset it was not that Kings Li and Wu did not think they 
wanted precious jade, but that they did not know that "uncut jade" harbors 
jade. Their loss lay in that they did not know “uncut jade." 


Precious jade can only be obtained by knowing uncut jade, just as a good 
foal can only be acquired by knowing horses. Today we must seek talented 
people, so we should first master the art of knowing talent. To know is 

to discriminate. The discrimination which is necessary for talent, I'm 
afraid, is just like uncut jade. It is a "conglomerate." There are no 
complete people in the world and no one is talented in every respect. 
Although talented people always have literary or artistic talent or special 
skills or knowledge, they also have weaknesses and defects. If we are to 
seek talented people, we must be like a miner and be able to have insfght 
into mixed minerals and seek out the true talent. Was not Chen Jingrun 
[7115 2529 3387] incapable of taking care of himself in his daily activi- 
ties? Was he not rather awkward in even ordinary social intercourse? When 
he went walking alone, didn't he run into a big tree? But he had a rich 
capacity for abstract thinking. When he plucked off the jewels of the 
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imperial crown of mathematics, he could see the world grandly and had the 
courage to scale the heights. But many of our comrades not only do not 
perceive questions in this way, they either demand perfection or let one 
blemish hide from view a hundred talents. In this way it is difficult for 
them to avoid committing the errors of Kings Li and Wu and they are never 
able to find people with talent. 


The important thing that enabled Bian He's uncut jade to become a sparkling, 
clean, translucent, legendary and rare treasure in the hands of King Wen 
lies in the word "arrange." To arrange is to obtain the essence and 
discard its dross, to work at it with the care and precision of a sculptor, 
to process it into a mold. Uncut jade which is known but not arranged 
remains uncut jade and cannot become jade. In seeking talented people, we 
must also arrange their talent. The ancients divided people's abilities 
into talent [cai 2088], knowledge [shi 6221] and learning [xue 1331]. 
There were always people who were specialized in the wisdom of the heart 
but had no skills and there were those who had their minds filled with 
learning but were without eloquence.... Moreover, the method by which each 
person developed his or her ability was not completely the same. Because 
of this, when they made use of people with talent, they used their talent, 
knowledge or learning according to their special ability and did not force 
it to be otherwise. From the viewpoint of the study of human talent, 
because the inherent structure of knowledge of people with talent differs, 
their competencies vary widely. Whether it is a mathematician or a person 
of letters, there is a question of using his or her strengths and avoiding 
his or her shortcomings. But many of our comrades do not understand this 
point. They find it odd that Chen Jingrun could not even teach middle 
school mathematics well, so how could he be considered a mathematician? 

It is apparent that those who do not understand how to arrange people with 
talent definitely cannot find such people. 


Historically, in most cases those people who could know uncut jade and 

who could arrange it definitely had some knowledge of uncut jade, just as 
Bo Le [0130 2867] could know the winged steed first of all because he 
benefited from being a specialist in raising horses. Otherwise, even if 
you took a microscope and looked the uncut jade up and down from left to 
right you would still not know that it harbored anything within it. From 
this we come to consider that now there are numerous leading cadres who 

to this date have not studied any knowledge of science, economics or 
management to make themselves experts. As for them, if they want to seek 
talented people, there is first of all a question of their striving to make 
themselves experts. If they still have no expertise by now they must 
trust and rely on specialists and experts who are wiser than themselves to 
seek out talented people. It is just like those kings Li and Wu who did 
not themselves know uncut jade but also did not have faith in Bian He, who 
did know it.

Therefore, our scientists, 
the broad masses of scientific and technical workers as well as scientific 
and technical organizations are carrying out a glorious and arduous mission 
in modernization. It is safe to say that without the efforts of the broad 
masses of scientific and technical workers, it is impossible to realize

This was originally a simple thing that was easily understood. Why should 
we have to make such a great effort to publicize it? It is because many 
fundamental theories were turned upside down and right and wrong were con- 
fused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four.""

When the "gang of four" was running amuck, there was a general 
mood in society of despising knowledge, ignoring science and discriminating 
against intellectuals.

Since the smashing of the “gang of four," the party Central Committee has 
been bringing order out of chaos in ideology, theory, line and policy.

However, if 
the same opinion is aired by intellectuals, they will be accused of “be- 
coming cocky!" All these show that due to the deep-rooted pernicious in- 
fluence of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," it is not an easy job to make 
all people (leading comrades in particular) truly understand that intel- 
lectuals are part of the working class and apply such a view to various 
work, In this respect, we should continue to do a great deal of work. In 
addition, the phenomenon of neglecting knowledge, despising science and 
looking down upon intellectuals and experts still exists. For a long time, 
some leading cadres have felt it an honor to be “uncouth fellows." In deal- 
with matters connected with science, they refuse to heal the wounds and 
injuries inflicted on intellectuals by Lin Biao and the "gang of four." If 
we fail to do so, we will not be able to arouse the enthusiasm of intel- 
lectuals and accelerate the development of our science and technology. 


To step up the development of science and technology, party committees at 
all levels should attach importance to the study and implementation of the 
policies on intellectuals and science and technology.

We demand 
that the departments concerned make proper arrangements for them in terms 
of funds, materials and labor force. 


Administrative departments in science and technology and all other scien- 
tific departments should do well in the following two jobs: Producing 
excellent scientific results and training talented personnel. As for ex- 
cellent scientific resu»ts, we should tackle difficult scientific and tech- 
nical problems, while focusing our efforts on the four modernizations., We 
should advance new theories and continue our discoveries and inventions 
through practice. As for training talented personnel, we should cultivate 
and bring up more and more excellent scientific and technical experts. At 
present, there is a great shortage of scientific and technical personnel, 
Therefore, we must specially pay attention to training and selecting some 
excellent middle-aged and young scientific and technical personnel. While 
selecting party and government cadres, we oppose the criterion of basing 
the selection on seniority and position only. When we select middle-aged 
and young scientific and technical personnel, we should specially prevent 
and overcome the ideas and methods of attaching importance to position and 
seniority only. We should be bold in selecting and promoting middle-aged 
and young scientific and technical personnel who have real ability and 
learning and have made contributions. We must give them academic titles 
and technical ranks in line with their ability and learning. We spend money 
to employ foreign experts, but at the same time we fail to discover, select 
and utilize our own experts. This stifles their talent and forces them to 
do irrelevant work. This is certainly ridiculous! Therefore, party com- 
mittees, administrative departments in science and technology and scientific 
and research departments at all levels should pay close attention to electing 
and promoting middle-aged and young scientific and technical personnel. We 
should grasp the work immediately. We should not wait any longer. Of 
course, we should not do a rush job. We should instead adopt a down-to- 
earth manner and guarantee the quality. In so doing, we will truly select 
excellent and talented personnel. 


[HK250926] We should unite still better and encourage scientific and tech- 
nical workers in the whole province to work for the four modernizations 
with one heart and mind. We hope that the broad masses of scientific and 
technical workers will further foster their lofty ideal of devoting them- 
selves to science, to the four modernizations and to the socialist mother-

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ADVICE AGAINST CREATING DISTURBANCES OFFERED

[Text] A political situation of stability and unity and normal order in 
production, work and society are guarantees for the realization of the 
Four Modernizations and are also where fundamental interests of the var- 
ious nationalities of the country lie. We should value them like we value 
the pupils of our eyes. 


After the smashing of the "gang of four," there has emerged a fine situa- 
tion of stability and unity. After experiencing a full dose of “people 
creating disturbances" in great pain, one all the more feels how precious 
such a situation of stability and unity really is. People of the whole 
country are exerting thefiselves energetically in their march forward 

toward the magnificent goal of realizing the Four Modernizations under 

the leadership of the Party Central Committee, with ever greater assertive- 
ness and ever firmer determination. 


But, of late, there has emerged in our society the phenomenon of many 
disturbances being individually created, such as rushing into the head- 
quarters of leading organs, obstructing traffic, occupying offices and 
hostels by force, surrounding and scolding and even beating receiving 
personnel, abusing and beating civilian policemen, and even looting private 
properties, etc., which have served to sabotage our normal order in work, 
in society and in production. The broad masses of the people are very 
dissatisfied with this situation. 


Insofar as the people who instigate or participate in such disturbances 
are concerned, however, we should make concrete analyses. Among them 
there is a small faction of trouble-making people whose business it is 
merely to create such disturbances without reason and to make such 
troubles intentionally. Those who belong to this faction are very few, 
but their influence is also particularly bad. Among them some are the 
very partisans of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" or Other bad people who 
are dissatisfied with the party's policies and lines, who wish to see no 
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better than disorder under heaven, and who thus deliberately seduce others 
in order to create incidents. Some are extreme individualists who bas- 
ically pay little attention to the interests of the state and the nation. 
Although they realize that it has become not very profitable to try to 
follow the path of “creating enough disturbances so as to get appointed 
to office,” they still are firm believers in the likelihood that "creating 
disturbances is bound to have some pay-off" and therefore wish to achieve 
that goal by creating just such disturbances. Still others are anarchists 
waving the banners of “democracy” and “visit to the superior office” who 
simply resort to arousing storms and making waves, doing whatever they 
please, sabotaging the socialist legal system at random, and trampling 
socialist democracy «séerneath their feet. Toward people of this variety 
ve must raise the level of our vigilance. Two such a swall number of 
“rotten apples,” we cannot think of lenience; we must solemnly mete out 
punishments to them according to the seriousness in question. 


But, for the great majority of comrades, the question has been that of an 
urgent desire to ask party organs and governments at the various levels to 
solve certain problems and difficulties. We should acknowledge that the 
demands of some people are basically reasonable. But certain problems and 
difficulties cannot be solved forthwith. As a result of this fact, some 
people started to develop two erroneous points of view as follows: One is 
that they think creating disturbances can be the way to solve problems. 
Such people often think their demands are just; hence they pay no attention 
to anything else but seek only to put pressure on the leading organs by way 
of the creation of some disturbances so as to force comrades occupied with 
the relevant concrete work to furnish ready answers and provide fast solu- 
tions. They even regard the creation of disturbances as a “clever method" 
and a “shortcut,” saying that "Big disturbances would lead to big solu- 
tions, small disturbances would lead to small solutions, but an absence of 
disturbances would lead to no solutions at all." Actually, such an under- 
standing and such a way are indicative of an attitude which is oblivious 

of the overall situation and of the common good. First of all, the thought 
of digging a hole in the ground, i.e., demanding the immediate solution of 
a problem, is itself not very practical to begin with. There is bound to 
be a process of reaching some kind of understanding of the situation on 
hand before a problem can be solved; how can it be provided right away? 

Any demand which is reasonable and the solution to which is feasible under 
prevailing policies can be simply directed upward, without any disturbance 
being created, and our party will see to it that the relevant departments 
of the government at the various levels be charged with the responsibility 
to solve it step by step. The disturbance-creating approach is bound to 
affect to a certain degree the norm.’ orter in our production, in traffic, 
in our work, and in our society as and to increase the difficulties 
in the work of certain departments; * ,ot only would it not help solve 
your problem, but would also hamper the ution of the problems of many 
others. This is of no benefit to the state, to the collectives, or to the 
individuals concerned, let alone the fact that the disturbance-creating 
approach is liable to be easily utilized by others to amplify the incident, 
leading thereby to far more serious consequences. This is going to be 
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haraful to the Four Modernizations and violate the basic interests of the 
people of the whole country. When a problem arises, the proper thing to 

do is to direct it upward through the various levels of government and 
ultimately to the central authorities. It is of course inevitable that 
some problems fail to be solved in time. But we should realize that, 
because of the unscrupulous sabotage of Lin Biao and the “gang of four” for 
a decade, piles of problems and piles of unsolved cases of litigation have 
resulted. To solwe these problems requires a definite period of time; it 
cannot be done in a single morning. There are also problems whose solution 
can only be achieved step by step along with the development of the national 
economy. This is a point that the broad ranks of employees and workers of 
the country should be able to appreciate. 


The other [erroneous point of view] is that they think creating distur- 
bances can serve the purpose of giving the bureaucrats a lesson. Leaders 
in certain localities may have been practicing bureaucracy. The way they 
carry out their duties often involves senseless procrastination; they 
usually handle things by beginning with perfunctory words and measures 
which would delay matters time and again, and thus, in the long run, a 
solution would not be forthcoming even in the case of an ordinarily soluable 
problem. The masses resent this very much, and some of them will thus 
resort to the disturbance-creat (ng approach in an attempt to deal with such 
bureaucracy, thinking that once a disturbance is created the matter will 
immediately cause the superior level, especially the central authorities, 
to pay attention to it and look into it, and hence possibly also criticize 
such bureaucrats or even punish them accordingly. This understanding is 
likewise erroneous. Indeed, a bureaucratic situation does exist and it 
might also be solved step by step through such methods as bringing conm- 
plaints, starting litigations against them, and exposing their wrongdoing 
before the relevant departments and units; but it should not be treated 

by the erroneous method of creating disturbances. Because one you create 
a disturbance, not only will it sabotage the normal order of a given locale 
and hamper the Four Modernizations there, but, as the news spreads, ill 
consequences might become arcused also in other regions of the country. 
Those always prepared to see the country thrown into a state of disorder 
would, furthermore, immediately take advantage of the situation to conduct 
their own sinister activities by seducing and instigating others to join 
in the act, thereby creating still more instability and violence. Those 
who suffer ultimately will still be the people of the whole country, 
including the disturbance starters themselves. 


In a word, whatever we do we must think of those above us, below us, and 
those to our left, to our right, in a comprehensive way; we must consider 
our individual situation, but we must also consider the situation of the 
state. It is altogether impermissible for us to act in a sudden gush of 
excitement or on the spur of the moment and do things without any second 
thought. If we all consider our own problems as most important, and are 
inclined to create disturbances once they appear not to be solved quickly, 
will it not lead to a state of unlimited disorder across the country, and 
then, under such circumstance, how are we going to carry out Four 
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dernizations? The working class can absolutely nor resort to such a 
stupid approach that would cause “those who love us co anguish and those 
who hete us to rejoice." The central authorities cf our party have called 
upon us to be promoters of the emancipation of our thinking, promoters of 
stability and unity, and promoters of the maintenance of unification. At 
present, we must consider whether a thing is going to be useful or harmful 
to the Four Modernizations as the most basic criterion of right and wrong 
of our action. Since creating disturbances is not going to help sclve our 
problems, but is harmful to the realization of the Four Modernizations, ve 
should all be opposed to it. 
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ANHUI PROVINCE CARES FOR HANDICAPPED

[Text] Hefei, February 1 (XINHUA)--Blind and deaf-mute people in socialist 
China receive appropriate jobs, have happy families and enjoy a secure life 
like everyone else, said Xu Kecheng to XINHUA in sign language through an 
interpreter. 


"We, too, are contributing to the socialist construction of our country as 
masters of the new society," he said in an interview during the recent 
first conference of blind and deaf-mutes in Anhui Province. 


Xu Kecheng, 48, is the deputy director of a school for blind and deaf-mutes 
in Wuhu City. He lost his hearing after an illness when he was a child. 

At the age of 17, when new China was founded, he was sent to study at a 
school for blind and deaf-mutes in Nanjing, capital of neighbouring Jiangsu 
Province. 


In the past 28 years, he has compiled teaching texts totalling 200,000 words 
and written an article on the psychology of blind and deaf-mute children and 
their characteristics in learning and a dozen other articles about his 
teaching experience. 


Not long ago, he was elected vice-chairman of the Provincial Association of 
Blind and Deaf-mutes. His wife, Huang Fengying, also a deaf-nmwte, works in 
a machinery plant and his son and daughter are also workers. 


There are about 131,000 blind and deaf-mutes in Anhui Province. Most of 
them have jobs and families. Many have been commended and rewarded for their 
outstanding service. 


Fifty-four-year-old blind Masseur Xu Youchang has successfully treated more 
than 1,000 patients suffering from polio, edema of the lower limbs, facial 
paralysis and neural deafness. He has also been elected vice-chairman of 
the association. 


Of the 33 workers at the propeller workshop of a ship equipment plant in Wuhu, 
26 are deaf-mutes. They do such jobs as drawing, measuring, milling, polishing 
and inspecting. The workshop overfulfills its production quota every year, 
becoming one of the advanced units in the city. 
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The province is now running 26 special production units, six massage clinics 
and many small workshops and service centres as welfare institutions for the 
handicapped. These units are exempt from income tax so that the workers’ 
living standards are not lower than the average level of other workers doing 
the same jobs. 


There are 12 schools for blind and deaf~mute children in the province. In 
addition to a basic education, the pupils also receive vocational training 

in carpentry, sewing, painting, arts and crafts, knitting, massage and music, 
to prepare themselves for future jobs after graduation. 


At the recent conference of blind and deaf-mutes, Cheng Guanghua, deputy 
governor of Anhui and chairman of the Provincial Association of Blind and 
Deaf-mutes, called on depirtments of civil affairs, labour, culture, 
education and medical se-vice to show more concern for the blind and deaf- 
mutes and help those who still have difficulties in their work or lives.

{Texts} 1. Yu Deshui: "Unreliable Statistics Is No Good" 
Comrade Editor: 


I have served as secretary of the [Youth] Corps Committee at the basic 
level for 5 years by this time. The relatively more troublesome thing 
in my work has been the necessity to cope with requests from the Corps 
Committee at the superior level for various statistics. It is essential, 
of course, for us to report to the Corps Committee at the stiperior level 
certain figures derived in the process of developing our work, but what I 
which to say here concerns another kind of situation. 


Too many requests for such figures have been made too frequently. Every 
time the Corps Committee at the superior level is scheduled to hold some 
meeting or to make a report on its work to a certain leading organ, it 
makes a point to "assign" in advance many, many statistical tasks to the 
various basic level organizations--such as how many rush jobs you have had 
to undertake, how many work points you have dedicated to the state, how 
many people with whom you have held intimate chats, etc., etc. Some of 
the figures requested are repetitious, and some are simply unnecessary. 

In order to compile these figures, we have had to look through the records, 
search for the origins of these figures, make telephone calls, and demand 
situation reports ourselves. Each time it would take quite a few days to 
get the figures ready. For this reason, some have started to call the 
Corps Committee “statistics committee." 


Some figures requestedare fundamentally very difficult to compile. For 
example, a recent request was made for us to compile “the number of times 
education on the Four Basic Principles has been conducted," "the number of 
times political and ideological work has been carried out," "the number of 
times education on traditions of the revolution has been conducted" and 
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"the number of times education on the ideal future has been conducted”.... 
Let yourself be tiie judge, how were we to compile such statistics? And 
how useful can such statistics be even if compiled? 


Our hope is that Corps Committee organs at the superior level will find 

it possible to start from reality and have some empathy concerning the 
difficulties the basic level organizations are likely to encounter in their 
work, so that they will do their best to reduce unnecessary figures of this 
sort in their requests and thereby enable Corps organs at the basic level 
to devote more of their energies to practical work.

"BEIJING EVENING NEWS’ TO RESUME PUBLICATION 15 FEBRUARY 
OW311210 Beijing XINHUA in English 1200 GMT 31 Jan 80 OW 


[Text] Beijing, January 31 (XINHUA)--The BEIJING EVENING NEWS will resume 
publication on February 15, 1980. 


The paper stopped publication on July 21, 1966, shortly after the Cultural 
Revolution began. Since May of that year, it had been attacked for havin: 
published from March of 1961 to September of 1962 essays allegedly attacking 
by innuendo the communist party and socialism. 


The essays were a special column captioned "Evening Chats at Yanshan." The 
writer of these essays was Deng Tuo, a nationally-renowned writer and 
journalist who, before his death on May 18, 1966, had been member of 
Secretariat of the Beijing Municipal Communist Party Committee. 


"The attack on the paper and Deng Tuo was part of the conspiracy of Lin Biao 
and Jiang Qing to overthrow the municipal party committee headed by Peng Zhen, 
for the ultimate purpose of usurping the supreme power of the party and state,” 
said Gu Xing, deputy editor-in-chief of the new BEIJING EVENING NEWS, in a 
XINHUA interview today. 


A founding member of the paper starting publication in 1958, Gu Xing described 
the paper's current editorial policy as one of “meeting the needs of the 
majority of the people to help advance China's modernization effort, under 

the guidance of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought." 


"We'll try our best to make the paper colourful and rich in content,” he said. 


The four-page paper, half the size of the PEOPLE'S DAILY, will devote its 
fourth page mainly to culture and sports. On the front-page will be a daily 
summary of important domestic, international and local news. Five days a 
week, the second page will be devoted to news in Beijing. 


For the other two days, there will be special features on the same page 
captioned "Science Corridor" and "Home," the latter mainly on education and 
children, love and marriage. The captions are facsimiles of inscriptions 
written respectively by Vice-Premier Fang Yi and Vice-Chairman Soong Ching 
Ling of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress. The third 
page will be the paper's art and literature supplement. 
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"We have planned to publish half a million copies a day," Gu Xing said. 
"The old BELJING EVENING NEWS had approximate)y 300,000 subscribers, roughly 
divided half*and half between Beijing and else'there in China." 


The deputy editor-in-chief described the old paper as “quite influential, 
although small." Among its contributors were marshals, vice-premiers and 


other leaders of the party and government, including Zhu De, Ye Jianying, 
Dong Biwu and Chen Yi.

Yang Rotian [2799 5387 1131]: "Nationwide Newspapers and Journals 
Publishing Work Conference Is Held in Shanghai: Readers in All 26 Pro- 
vinces and Muncipalities Can Now Read Morning Newspapers; Newspapers 
and Journals Published This Year Total 160"] 


[Text] The one-week Nationwide Newspapers and Journals Publishing Work 
Conference convened by the Ministry of Posts and Telecommunications in 
Shanghai came to a close yesterday. From the conference came this news: 
In the third quarter of this year, newspapers and journals published in 
the country amounted to over 1,200 titles and 125 million issues. The 
increases in newspapers and journals thus published, in comparison to 1976, 
amounted to 60 percent and 44.8 percent respectively. At present there is 
an issue of a newspaper or a journal for an average of every 7.7 persons 
in the country as a whole, and one such issue for an average of every two 
persons in the cities. In the countryside, more than 90 percent of the 
communes and production brigades subscribe to newspapers and journals. 
Cumulatively calculated, there are 16 billion issues of newspapers 

and journals published in the country throughout the year. 


The working experiences exchanged at the conference consisted mainly of 
contests in respect to the publication-newspaper/journal distribution-mail 
delivery single~process arrangement, improvements in the quantity of 
newspapers and journals distributed and the quality of such distribution 
work, mechanization of newspaper/journal distribution, etc. Such contests 
in respect to the publication-newspaper/journal distribution-mail delivery 
single-process arrangement were restored in the post offices and newspaper 
headquarters of Shanghai in July last year, and they were able to achieve 
early publication, early delivery, and hence early reading by the readers 
as a result. During the year and more since this experience was spread to 
the country as a whole, newspaper headquarters and post offices in 

26 provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions have already undertaken 
to develop such contests and thereby realized early delivery of early 
published newspapers and restored the fine tradition of pre-Cultural 
Revolution days. Readers in these provinces, municipalities and regions 
generally can now enjoy reading their newspapers by 8 am every day. 
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These contests in respect to the publication-newspaper/journal distribution- 
mail delivery single-process arrangement have not only pushed earlier the 
time limit by which newspapers are brought to the readers, but also 
facilitated smooth operations at each link of the process such as 
correspondence through the post offices in general, publication, transporta- 
tion, and delivery. This served to conserve a great deal of manpower and 
financial cost for the state. For instance, after the contest in respect 

to the mail-newspaper single-process delivery was instituted in the Zhuang 
Autonomous Regions in Guangxi, newspapers have been published much earlier 
so that they always catch the train in time, and thereby the length of the 
highway route which the newspapers would otherwise have had to traverse 

was likewise considerably reduced. Savings each year thus amounted to 
20,000 yuan. Another example is that i: is now possible for the newspapers 
dispatched from Fuzhou to the nine counties in western Fujian to be 
transported by train, ¢ so that 10 newspaper-carrying trucks can now 

be spared, and savings xpenditure each year now amounts to more than 
115,700 yuan. 


This development of contests in respect to the mail-newspaper single- 
process delivery and this earlier publication of the newspapers themselves 
have been welcomed by the broad ranks of the readers. Subscribers have 
increased more and more in numbe~, and the newspaper business volume, too, 
has been surging upward at a brisk pace. 


Among the participants at the conference, responsible comraies of the 
central Propaganda Bureau and Information Office, Shanghai's LIBERATION 
DAILY headquarters and WEN HUI BAO headquarters were also isvited, in 
addition to comrades of the regular departments and unite of the posts 
and telecommunications system. Vice Minister Yan Xiaofeng [7051 2556 
1496] of the Ministry of Posts and Telecommunications spoke at the 
conference; Vice Chief of the General Post Office Wang Guanjie [3769 0385 
2638] made a report on current problems of newspapers and journals 
publishing work; and a responsible person from the National Committee of 
the Posts and Telecommunications Trade Union also made some remarks.

FILM STUDIOS STEP UP FEATURE FILM OUTPUT

[Text] beijing, January 31 (XINHUA)--China's seven major film studios plan 
to produce sixty-five feature films this year. 


A leading member of the film bureau under the Ministry of Culture said that 
the studios have a far greater choice of scenarios this year as professional 
scenarists are supported by thousands of amateur writers. Film studios 

in Beijing, Shanghai and Changchun received nearly ten thousand scenarios 
last year. About a hundred are in fairly good shape and production has begun 
on some. 


Cinema, with its mass appeal, has received growing attention from professional 
scenarists since the cultural autocracy by the "gang of four” was broken. 


Twin brothers, who write under the pseudonyms Bai Hua and Ye Nan, completed 
about ten scenarios last year. 


Bai Hua wrote the scenario for "Dawn," the story of General He Long which 
was released last year. Two of his new scenarios deal with the aspirations 
of an armyman during the war years and the life of a painter. A third will 
be based on a Yunnan minority nationality legend. 


Ye Nan's “Aolei-Yilan," about the resistance of minority people in Heilongjiang 
in the 17th century against aggression by Czarist Russia, was shown last 
year. His two most recent scenarios are about a botanist and a poet. 


Li Zhun, who has a dozen films to his credit, including "Li Shuangshuang,” 
has adapted an episode from Yao Xueyin's historical novel "Li Zicheng." 

He wrote the scenario for "The Roaring River" about changes before and after 
liberation in the flooded areas of the Yellow River. This was the first new 
film made after the downfall of the "gang of four." 


Liang Xin wrote the script for "The Red Detachment of Women.” He authored 
the film “From Slave to General,” one of last year's best productions. 


Chen Lide, an army writer, has a new scenario about P.L.A. pilots. His 
"Ji Hongchang™ was made into a film last year. Another script about a 
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landlord's serving maid who becomes « revolutionary is planned for production 


by the Changchun film studio this year. The scenario was published back 
in the early sixties. 


The film studios and film magazines try to discover and train amateur writers. 
The Beijing Federation of Literary and Art Circles has a film writing and 
criticism group of 30 amateur writers. The group organizes regular film shows 
and discussions and invites veteran scenarists and directors to give lectures. 
Some of the members have taken short courses at the cinema college. Sixteen 
ef the scenarios written by the group last year were either accepted by film 
studios or published by film magazines. Some of its members now write on a 
fairly regular basis. 


The Beijing film studio resumed publication of the scenario magazine last 
year. The studios in Shanghai and Changchun have launched similar magazines. 


The three magazines and comprehensive literary journals such as HARVEST 
and OCTOBER published sixty scenarios last year.

THEATER GROUPS TOUR--Beijing, January 30 (XINHUA)--The Ministry of Culture and 
the Nationalities Affairs Commission have arranged for China's leading 
theatrical troupes to perform in border areas and former revolutionary base 
areas during the spring festival holidays, which begin on February 16. The 
emphasis is on frontier guards, minority nationalities and families of revolu- 
tionary martyrs and armymen in former revolutionary base areas which have less 
access to cultural activities. The National Theatre of Opera and Dance Drama 
is to go to Inner Mongolian Autonomous Region; the China Beijing Opera Theatre 
is to go to Hebei Province; the Central Song and Dance Ensemble will tour

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TECHNICAL SCHOOL ENROLLMENT--Beijing, 25 Jan--Technical schools in China 
will enroll a total of 400,000 students in 1980. This was announced by 

the State Bureua of Labor at a recent forum on enrollment work of technical 
schools throughout the country. After the smashing of the “gang of four," 
many technical schools were reopened, and by October 1979 China had 2,480 
technical schools with 650,000 students. The forum holds that with the de- 
velopment of the national economy, industrial an/ mining enterprises through- 
out the country will have to employ more skilled workers, hence the need of 
expanding enroliment at technical schools. The forum also holds that stu- 
dents should be admitted according to the principle of selecting the best 
after an all-round examination of their academic level, moral qualities and 
physical fitness. Eligible for admission to technical schools are those 

who are single, between the age of 15 to 22, physically fit, with a cultural 
level of junior or senior middle school and registered permanent residence 
in cities or towns. Those who are still studying at schools are not eligi- 
ble.
